APE EdD Hereas by the grace and bleſsing of God, the Kings and Queenes ol 
this Realme, by many ages paſt, haue had the happinelle, by their ſa- 
ae cred touch andinuocation of the name of God. to cure thoſe who are af- 
W, flicted with the diſeaſe called Tic Kings Euill: And his now Maieſty. in 
no leſſe meaſure then any of his Royall Pꝛt deceſſoꝛs, hath had good ſut⸗ 
teſſe therein: and in his moſt gracious and pious diſpoſition, is as ready 
and Willing as any King 02 Nueene of this Realme euer was, in any 
©) || thing to relieue the diſtrelles and neceſſities of His Subiects. Bet in His 
Pꝛintely wildome, foꝛeſeeing that in this, (as in all other things) Oꝛder 
is to be obſerued, and fit times are neceſſary to be appointed foz perfoz- 
ming of this great woꝛke of charity; His moſt Excellent Maieſtie doth 
hereby publiſh and declare His Royall Will and Pleaſure to be. That whereas heretofoze the vſuall 
times of pzelenting ſuch perſons to His Maiellie fo2 this purpoſe, were Falter and Whirſontide, That 
from hencefozth the times (hail be Eaſter and Michaclmas, as tunes moze connentent, both fo2 the 
temperature oftheſeaſon, and in reſpect of any contagion which may happen in thts neere acteſſe to 
His Maieſties ſacred Perſon, And His Maicſty doth acco2dingly will and Command, that from 
the time of publiſhing this Pꝛoclamation, none pꝛelume to repaire to His Pateſttes Royall Court, 
to be healed of that Diſeaſe, befoꝛe the Feaſt of Saint Michacl now next comming: And His Ma⸗ 
leſtie doth further Will and Command, That all lach as hereafter ſhall come 02repatre tothe Court 
foꝛ this purpoſe, ſhall bzing with them Certificates vnder the hands of the Parſon, Ucar oz Mt- 
niſter, and Church-wardens of thoſe ſeuerall Pariſhes where they dwell, and vnder the hands and 
ſeales of one oꝛ moze Juſtices of the Peace foꝛ that County from whence they tome, teſtifying ac- 
802ding to the truth. That they haue not at any time befoze beene touched by the King, to the intent 
to be healed of that Diſeaſe. And His Maieſty doth ſtraightly charge all Juſtites of the Peace, 
Conſtables, and other Officers, That they doe not ſuffer any to paſſe, but ſuch as haue ſuch Cer- 
tificates, vpon paine of His Maieſties diſpleaſure, And to the end that all Hisloutng Dubiects may 
the better take knowledge of this His Mateſties Pleaſure and Command, His Will ts, That this 
Pꝛotlamation be publiſhed and affired in ſome open place in euery Market Towne ofthis Realme, 
and be read in euery Church twicea yeare, that is to ſay, at Shroucride and Bartholamewride, Where: 
bythe people map not pꝛetend ignoꝛante of His Maieſties pleaſure.
